Community  leaders  concerned 
about  effect  of  NEMC  plan

NEMC  proposes 
large,  parking  garage

Community  leaders  in 
Chinatown  are  cautiously  study¬ 
ing  a  proposal  by  the  New 
England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  to  build  a  new  750-car 
parking  garage  in  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  area. 

Public  relations  official  Judith 
Kurland  of  the  NEMC  met  with 
representatives  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  February 
10  to  unveil  plans  to  build  the 
parking  facility  in  one  of  three 
possible  locations  around 
Chinatown. 

Meanwhile,  leaders  in 
Chinatown  are  raising  questions 
about  its  impact  on  the  area, 
asserting  that  the  project  must 
not  disrupt  local  traffic  and  the 
environment  and  must  be  com¬ 
patible  with  regional  aesthetics. 

“This  plan  must  meet  a  lot  of 
tests  before  it’s  implemented,” 
said  Davis  Woo,  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA). 

“All  that  we  ask  is  that  the 
medical  center  have  the  coutesy 
to  keep  us  informed  about  the 
project,”  Woo  said. 

“As  a  property  owner,  the 
NEMC  has  a  right  to  do  what 
they  want  with  their  land,  but  the 
community  should  still  have  an 
impact  on  this  kind  of  plan,” 
Woo  said. 

Members  of  the 
Neighborhood  Council  and 


other  Chinatown  organizations 
will  be  doing  some  fact-finding 
before  taking  a  position  on  the 
parking  garage  construction. 

During  a  brief  presentation  to 
the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  Kurland  announced 
that  the  garage  is  tentatively  pro¬ 
posed  for  three  locations:  at  32 
and  34  Oak  Street  and  the  adja¬ 
cent  open  lot,  at  the  narrow 
track  of  land  between  Oak  Street 
and  the  NEMC  Floating 
Hospital  along  the  elevated 
Orange  Line  railway,  and  at  the 
existing  Tremont  Street  parking 
garage  near  the  Don  Bosco 
Technical  High  School. 

“We’re  willing  to  listen  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  about  the  project  before 
we  tell  the  NEMC  if  we  support 
it  or  not,”  said  Carol  Lee,  a 
member  of  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  Housing  Land  Use 
and  Development  Committee. 

“There’s  definitely  going  to 
be  an  effect  on  the  people  who 
live  around  the  garage. 
Chinatown  is  already  so  con¬ 
gested,  and  the  project  may  also 
displace  people,”  Lee  said, 
alluding  to  the  32  and  34  Oak 
Street  site,  location  of  an  Acorn 
Day  Care  Center  classroom  and 
playground,  and  offices  for  the 
Chinatown  Housing  and  Land 
Development  Task  Force. 

Lee,  who  says  she  doubts  she 
will  support  such  a  facility, 
wants  to  know  NEMC’s  plans  to 
relocate  the  activities  at  32  and 
34  Oak  Street,  owned  by  the 


Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty,  and  how  Chinatown  may  take 
advantage  of  any  land,  which 
NEMC  may  relinquish  by  con¬ 
solidating  its  scattered  parking 
lots  into  one  garage. 

In  the  view  of  Marilyn  Lee- 
Tom,  the  Asian  liaison  to  Boston 
Mayor  Ray  Flynn,  the  garage 
proposal  must  meet  three 
demands.  She  said  that  the 


The  anti-Asian  violence 
watchdog  group,  Asians  for 
Justice,  is  urging  members  of 
the  Asian  American  community 
to  attend  the  upcoming  trials  of 
two  men  charged  with 
manslaughter  after  assaulting 
Bun  Vong,  a  Cambodian  im¬ 
migrant,  who  later  died  after  be¬ 
ing  in  a  coma  for  11  days. 

The  two  defendants  John  Feb- 
bi,  24  and  Scott  Arsenault,  23 
are  being  held  for  the  August  4, 
1985  attack  on  Bun  Vong  of 
Lowell,  an  assembler  who  was 
studying  to  become  a  Buddhist 
monk,  and  was  the  father  of  two 
children. 

Vong  was  traveling  in  his  car 
with  his  friend  Bunnyoeun  Som 
when  they  came  upon  Febbi  and 
Arsenault  on  the  Revere  Beach 
Parkway  in  Medford.  A  traffic 


The  New  England  Medical 
Center  (NEMC)  hopes  to  break 
ground  in  the  near  fliture  for  the 
construction  of  a  multi-level 
parking  garage  that  will  hold 
anywhere  from  550  to  900  cars. 
The  location:  Chinatown  area. 
The  exact  site:  at  least  three 
possibilities  are  under  investiga¬ 
tion. 

Since  meeting  with  the 
members  of  the  Seven  Person 
Committee,  a  liaison  committee 
of  community  members  selected 
by  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  NEMC 
since  last  September  has 
presented  preliminary  drawings 
and  plans.  It  has  even  made 
redesign  changes  based  on  some 
of  the  Committee’s  input. 

On  February  10,  NEMC  took 
its  plans  to  a  public  forum:  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council.  (See  related  Story) 

For  NEMC,  which  is  seeking 
community  support  for  its  pro¬ 
ject,  time  is  suddenly  hurried. 
Based  on  concerns  over  tax  law 
changes,  NEMC  pushed  its 
plans  ahead  of  schedule  and 
secured  at  the  end  of  last  year,  a 
$23  million  tax-exempt  bond;  $9 
million  of  which  is  planned  for 
the  garage  with  the  rest  for  other 
renovation  projects. 

NEMC  must  show  “substan¬ 
tial  progress”  toward  acquiring 
a  construction  site  for  the  garage 
by  June  1,  1986,  as  stipulated  by 
the  bond  purchase  agreement 
with  the  State’s  Health  and 
Education  Facilities  Authority. 
Otherwise,  NEMC  may  incure 
additional  financial  obligation 
toward  the  garage  cost  by  losing 
its  tax-exempt  bond. 


dispute  between  the  occupants  in 
the  two  cars  turned  into  a  brawl 
and  Vong  was  seriously  injured. 

Asians  for  Justice  has 
monitored  other  trials  involving 
attacks  on  Asians,  which  they 
consider  racially-motivated, 
such  as  the  Anh  Mai  murder  trial 
of  1985  and  the  Vincent  Chin 
murder  trial  in  Michigan  in 
1983.  The  group  also  provided 
support  to  Long  Quang  Huang, 
the  Chinese  immigrant  who  was 
acquitted  last  year  of  solicitation 
charges  and  assault  and  battery 
charge  after  being  beaten  by  a 
Boston  Police  vice  squad  detec¬ 
tive. 

The  trials  of  Febbi  and 
Arsenault  are  scheduled  for 
March  4  at  the  Middlesex  Cour¬ 
thouse  at  Third  and  Thorndike 
Streets  in  Cambridge. 


It  has  three  sites  in  mind:  land 
bonded  by  Oak,  Ash  and  Nassau 
Streets;  land  bonded  by  Oak, 
Washington  and  Nassau  Streets; 
and  a  30-foot  extension  of  the 
Tremont  Street  Garage.  There 
are  preliminary  drawings  of  a 
garage  for  each  site.  Each  calls 
for  a  different  number  of  park¬ 
ing  spaces  and  building  designs, 
based  on  available  land. 

According  to  NEMC,  the  firm 
of  Des  Man  Parking  Associates 
has  been  engaged  to  do 
preliminary  drawings:  architect 
John  Fujiwara  is  working  on  the 
project.  NEMC  also  said  it 
would  hire  a  firm  to  study  traffic 
patterns  and  environmental 
issue. 

Judith  Kurland,  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  at  NEMC  and  Director  of 
Public  Affairs,  said  that  NEMC 
“always  intended  to  build  a 
garage.  It  was  included  in  the 
1982  Facilities  Master  Plan.  We 
have  started  an  era  of  coopera¬ 
tion  (with  the  Chinese  communi¬ 
ty)  in  1982  and  we  plan  to  con¬ 
tinue  it,”  she  said. 

Kurland  said  that  NEMC  now 
uses  1,735  parking  spaces  in  the 
vicinity,  scattered  among  six 
major  parking  facilities.  Kurland 
told  the  SAMPAN  that  NEMC 
only  owns  3  percent  of  the  park¬ 
ing  spaces  it  uses. 

The  six  major  parking 
facilities  used  by  the  NEMC  are: 
Tremont  Street  Garage,  with 
930  cars;  Oak  St.  Parking  lot, 
with  58  cars;  Harrison  Ave. 
Parking  Lot,  193  cars; 
Washington  St.  Parking  Lot,  54 
cars;  400  cars  at  the  Harold  St. 
Garage  and  100  cars  at  the  Shop¬ 
per’s  Garage  on  Beach  St. 

At  the  request  of  the 
Neigborhood  Council,  NEMC 
said  it  would  send  additional  in¬ 
formation  on  parking  garages 
being  used  and  a  list  of  its 
owners. 

“It  is  important  for  us  to  move 
ahead....  we  are  more  than  will¬ 
ing  to  cooperate.  The  question  is 
what  we  want  to  do  together  as  a 
community  project,”  Kurland 
said.

“Japan  Bashing  Becomes  No. 
1  Sport  in  Congress”  read  the 
headlines  of  the  article  (Boston 
Sunday  Globe,  Oct.  27,  1985). 
Whether  this  is  true  or  not,  it  is 
true  that  Japan  is  viewed  as  an 
economic  threat  to  the  U.S., 
even  though  “most  economists 
and  many  politicians  concede 
that  unfair  trade  practices  by 
Japan  are  only  a  small  part  of 
this  country’s  expected  $130 
billion  overall  merchandise 
trade  deficit  this  year.”  The 
most  curious  fact,  though  is  that 
while  our  political  and  industrial 
leaders  engage  in  making  racist 
remarks,  they’re  making  deals 
with  many  Japanese  companies 
(witness  Chrysler  and  Mit¬ 
subishi,  or  Chevrolet  and 
Toyota). 

Along  with  this  current  anti- 
Japanese  sentiment,  we  have  af¬ 
firmative  action  being  challeng¬ 
ed,  with  Asians’  rights  to  be  part 
of  the  program  being  challenged 
in  particular.  We  have  articles 
on  Asians  as  the  model  minority, 
a  revision  of  the  Vietnam  War 
seen  though  the  eyes  of 
Sylvester  Stallone  in  RAMBO 
and  Chuck  Norris  in  Missing  in 
Action,  Parts  I  &  U,  and  a

growing  narrowly-defined  sense 
of  patriotism.  There  is  also  a  rise 
on  violence  against  Asians. 

History  Repeating  Itself 

What  these  conditiosn  suggest 
is  a  repeat  of  other  periods  in 
history  where  Asians  suffered 
not  only  from  physical  violence 
but  also  from  racist  legislation. 

During  the  depression  of 
1876,  the  Chinese  were  blamed 
for  the  cause  of  the  large  number 
of  people  unemployed,  rather 
then  the  practices  of  the  in¬ 
dustrial  leaders.  These  industrial 
leaders,  politicians,  as  well  as 
the  media  encouraged  the  racist 


idiots,  and  Chinese),  the  first 
congressional  restriction  of  im¬ 
migration  based  on  race. 

Throughout  this  period, 
Chinese  were  beaten,  harrassed, 
lynched,  murdered,  and  chased 
out  of  several  towns.  Riots  oc¬ 
curred  in  Los  Angeles, 
Sacramento,  San  Jose,  Fresno, 
Denver,  and  Portland,  to  name  a 
few  town.  The  worst  riot  was  in 
Wyoming,  which  left  28 
Chinese  dead. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century, 
Japan  was  a  growing  foreign 
power  which  threatened  the 
Western  domination  of  the 
Pacific.  Newspapers  and  films 
began  to  depict  Asians  as  the 


Rep.  John  Dingell  (D-Mich.),  who  represents  a  district  that  includes  the 
Ford  Motor  Co.  headquarters,  referred  to  the  Japanese  as  ‘the  little  yellow 
men,  you  know,  Honda, '  during  a  Democratic  Party  Caucus. 

House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  O  'Neill,  Jr. ,  said  that  if  he  were  president,  he ’d 
‘fix  the  Japanese  like  they 've  never  been  fixed  before.  ’ 

Chrysler  Chairman  Lee  lacocca  warning  a  Democratic  caucus  that  the 
Japanese  ‘are  in  the  backyard,  taking  over  the  country. ' 


sentiments  to  redirect  the 
workers’  anger  at  being 
unemployed.  In  1873,  the  SAN 
FRANCISCO  CHRONICLE 
wrote,  “Who  have  built  a  filthy 
nest  of  iniquity  and  rottenness  in 
our  very  midst?  The  Chinese. 
Who  filled  our  workshops  to  the 
exclusion  of  white  labor?  The 
Chinese.  Who  drives  away 
white  labor  by  their  stealthy  but 
successful  competition?  The 
Chinese.”  In  1879,  the  Califor¬ 
nia  State  Legislature  authorized 
a  popular  state-wide  vote  on  the 
issue  of  excluding  Chinese  im¬ 
migrants  from  the  state.  In  1882, 
the  US  passed  the  Chinese  Ex¬ 
clusion  Act  (excluding  lunatics, 


“Yellow  Peril”  -  the  images  of 
masses  of  Asians  waiting  to  run 
the  world  over.  Richard  Hob¬ 
son,  US  Congressman  from 
Alabama,  said  in  1908,  “Less 
than  a  year  ago  an  Asiatic  power 
was  in  control  of  the  Pacific, 
compeletely  prepared  for  war, 
and  challenged  American  in¬ 
stitutions.  It  was  the  first  time  in 
hitory  that  an  Anglo-Saxon  race 
was  compelled  to  surrender  the 
right  of  self-government  to  the 
dictation  of  a  foreign  power 
(referring  to  the  war  between 
Japan  and  Russia).  If  we  do  not 
build  up  our  Navy  the  Japanese 
Navy  will  again  secure  control 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  high

seas  will  be  controleld  by  a 
yellow  race  instead  of  by  white 
men.” 

The  threat  of  Japan,  the  image 
of  Asians  as  foreign,  villainous, 
sneaky,  and  the  fear  of  the 
Yellow  Peril,  all  laid  the 
groundwork  for  World  War  n, 
when  approximately  120,000 
Japanese  Americans  were  lock¬ 
ed  up  without  due  process  of  a 
shred  of  evidence  that  they  were 
engaged  in  subversive  activities 
(two-thirds  were  American 
citizens).  Politcal  leaders  led  the 
motion  against  Japanese 
Americans.  Well-know  liberals, 
such  as  Earl  Warren,  then  At¬ 
torney  General  of  California. 
Franklin  Roosevelt,  champion 
of  democratic  and  humanitarian 
ideals,  was  knowledgeable  of 
reports  which  showed  con¬ 
clusively  that  Japanese 
American  posed  no  threat.  Yet, 
he  still  signed  Executive  Order 
9066. 


Media  Images 
Encourage  Violence 

These  present  day  racist 
remarkes  practically  condone,  if 
not  encourage,  the  violence 
against  Asian  Americans.  They 
again  portray  Asians  as  the 
cause  of  our  economic  woes. 
The  model  minority  myth  gives 
the  illusion  that  Asians  have 
“made  it”  and  are  no  longer 
discriminated  against,  and  are 
even  outperforming  whites.  The 
media,  particularly  the  movies, 
are  again  projecting  the  image  of 
Asians  as  sneaky,  villainous,  un¬ 
trustworthy,  and  foreign. 

We  cannot  be  lulled  into 
thinking  we  have  made  it.  We 
must  respond  to  movies  like 
Year  of  the  Dragon  or  to  the 
model  minority  myth.  As 
demonstrated  this  past  summer, 
we  can  fight  for  our  rights  and 
force  government  officials  and 
the  legal  system  to  respond  to 
our  demands  and  uphold  our 
rights.  And,  most  importantly, 
we  must  hold  our  political 
leaders  accountable  for  their 
remarks  and  to  take  responsible 
stands  for  everyone.  Asian

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Fidelity  sponsors  book  distribution

BOSTON  -  Colorful  costumes, 
masks,  contests,  prizes,  car¬ 
toons,  food  and  tables  tacked 
with  various  books  -  and  about 
50  Asian  faces  from  Boston’s 
Chinatown  -  set  the  stage  for  the 
Halloween  Reading  Is  Fun¬ 
damental  (RIF)  Book  Distribu¬ 
tion  at  the  Josiah  Quincy  School 
in  October.  The  RIF  “bash” 
was  sponsored  by  Fidelity  In¬ 
vestments,  Inc.  Last  year. 
Fidelity  sponsored  the  RIF  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  Hyde  Park  Com¬ 
munity  School  and  supplied  hun¬ 
dreds  of  children  with  free 
books. 

Another  RIF  book  distribution 
will  be  held  Tuesday,  Feb.  28, 
at  6:30  p.m.  at  the  Quincy 
School.  RIF  is  a  private,  non¬ 
profit  organization  which  assists 
local  volunteers  in  planning  pro¬ 
jects  designed  to  motivate  school 
age  children  to  do  more  reading. 
This  year’s  fall  book  distribution 
occurred  on  behalf  of  Quincy 
School’s  Tutoring  Program.  Of 
the  50  or  so  children  from  the 
Tutoring  Program  who  attended 
the  distribution,  90%  are  recent 
Asian  immigrants  who  came  to 
the  United  States  and  settled  in 
the  Boston  area. 

“It  is  hoped  that  these  books, 
all  written  for  children,  will  help 
the  newcomers  to  feel  more  at 
home  in  the  U.S.  and  the  Boston 
schools  particularly,”  said  Joan 
Gove,  a  Fidelity  employee  who 
has  been  involved  coordinating 
Fidelity’s  RIF  program. 

Gove  views  Fidelity’s  activity 
within  the  Asian-American  com¬ 
munity  as  a  “social  commit¬ 
ment”  on  the  part  of  the  local 
business  to  work  with  the  com¬ 
munity.  Also,  “when  children 
are  away  from  television,  they 
realize  that  the  world  of  books 
has  a  lot  to  offer  that  they’ll 
never  see  on  television,”  she 
said. 

Gove  works  closely  with 
Steve  Chuslo,  coordinator  for 
the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council  Youth  English  As  a  Se¬ 
cond  Language  Program.  Fideli¬ 
ty’s  involvement  with  the  Quin¬ 
cy  School  has  been  a  positive 
one,  says  Chuslo.  “The  books

are  used  as  teaching  tools  in 
ESL,”  and  through  the  efforts  of 

RIF,  the  school  has  helped  im- 
pove  communications  with 
parents.  For  example,  the  Book 
Distribution  party  drew  the 
largest  number  of  parents  ever  to 
attend  a  PTA  meeting,  which 
followed  the  party. 

RIF  distributes  books  three 
times  a  year.  Fidelity  employees 
and  the  Quincy  School  staff 
volunteer  their  time  and  creativi¬ 
ty  toward  making  the  project 
work.  Fidelity’s  sponsorship  of 
RIF  with  Quincy  School  ends  in 
May,  but  Chuslo  hopes  Fidelity 
or  another  concern  will  renew  it 
for  another  year. 


Gove  said  that  “RIF  is  not  on¬ 
ly  a  lot  of  fun,  it  is  also  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  helps  create  better 
communities  and  better 
employees.”  A  better  command 
of  the  English  language,  another 
goal  of  the  program,  will  pro¬ 
vide  upward  economic  mobility 

and  greater  job  opportunities, 
Gove  added. 

With  federal  funds 
diminishing  and  the  number  of 
needy  children  steadily  growing, 
Chuslo  says  he  would  like  to  see 
other  companies  take  the  same 
step  toward  sponsoring  projects 
similar  to  RIF.
